‘Relief Work, Talks. 


Women Physicians Needed to 


Aid Ignorant Mothers.

Death Rate in Albania and 


oN encouraged with the re- 
ait of the work of the Red Cross 
in the Balkans and bringing a 
message of hope from the war- 
stricken regions of that section of 


Europe, Dr. Lulu Peters, prominent 
Physician and clubwoman of Los 
Angeles, has returned to this city 
from Serbia and Albania, where, 
for most of the past two years, she 
has been engaged in general, med- 
ical and surgical relief work for 
the Red Cross, among the disease- 
ridden and destitute populations. 

Dr. Peters spent the greater part 
of the two years in conducting 
health clinics for mothers of starv- 
ing and sickly children and 
in rendering medica] relief in the 
combat against the deadly malaria 
in the small but thickly populated 
country of Albania. <As the only 
woman physician from California in 
the unit of the American Womens 
Hospitals, sent to the Near East 
under the direction of the Red 
Cross, she left this city Jan. 31. 


1919, to take up the relief work 


in Serbia. After six months spent 
in that country she was tranusferi:«-d 
to Albania. 


HELP STILL NEEDED. 


Conditions have improved great- 
ly in the Balkans under the healing 
influence of the Red Cross and the 
Junior Red Cross since the advent 
of those organizations there a little 
more than two years agen, she said, + 
but there is a need, and a gr: 
need, at present tur more food and 
clothing. This need can be filled 
and the sufferings of thousands of 
poor emaciated people can be alle- 
viated, she —— by generous 
and unstinted aid in the present 
Hoover campaign for European re- 


As an example of her sincere be- 
lief in the efforts of the Hoover 
organization, Dr. Peters will imme- 
diately offer her services to the cam- 
paign for fund raising, she said. 
During the two years spent among 
the Albanians end Serbians Dr. Pe- 
ters accumulated many interesting 
pictures of conditions and much 
statistical data thaf she feels wil! 
be of great aid in depicting the 
need for giving further assistance in 
the Near East. 

As an instance of the deplorable 
situation in Albania, Dr. Peters stat- 
ed that the death rate in that coun- 
try during the last two years has 
been appalling. The average mother 
af nine children, she declared, in- 
variably lost six of the number, due 
to the lack of proper itation, poor 
feeding, and the evef-present ma- 


BOUND TO CRADLES. 

Unsanitary conditions and the ig- 
norance of mothers in the care of 
children are the greatest evils, she 
said. Mothers are in the habit of 
binding their babies to small. 
growth- destroying cradlés, which al- 
low for notattention whatever to 
cleanliness. 

In an effort to counteract this con- 
dition Dr. Peters established health 
clinics where she gave detailed and 


the proper care of their children. In 
some places the women traveled for 
two days on foot to attend these 
demonstrations, she declared. Most 
of this work, she said, was accom-} 
plished by the Junior Red Cross, 
which still maintains ite relief work 
in Albania and in the Near East. 
Woman physicians are greatly 
needed in Albania, Dr. Peters stat- 
ed, as the women of the country, be- 
ing of the Mohammedan faith, will 
offen refuse to be treated by men 
doctors. A great deal of this preju-

bership after certain amendments are made 
to the covenant. He said the peace pro- 
gram of the League could not be made 
Complete while great and powerful nations 
remained on the outside. 


allied with the United States in the World 
War are nearly all sharply critical of the 
navy program of the present admintstra - 
tion. The publicists agree that the whole 
disarmament program outlined for the 
League session went awry because there 
was no intelligent understanding of the ob- 
ject of the United States in embarking on 
a militarist program when the nations in 
the League were trying to agree on a gen- 
‘eral plan of disarmament.

They ap- 
Prove the hardy enterprise of those who 
conceived the plan; but to them it is in 
credible that a group of Californie capt- 
talists should attempt to swing the deal. 
Wall street is. supposed to supply the finan- 
cial backing for all enterprises of that 
magnitude; and it is a rude shock to the 
street for a Pacific Coast syndicate to pre- 
sume to act independently.

Bit why ahould net 4 Pacific Cdsst’ 
dicate take the lead in developing the 
wonderful natural resources of the Kam- 
chatka Peninsula? It is a part of the Pa- 
cific area and it is the Pacific Ocean that 
will carry the future commerce and trade 
of California. The development of the 
Pacific area was given a great impetus by 
the World War; but it is only in its in- 
fancy. Eastern and Southern Siberia con- 
tains more than 1,000,000 square miles of 
the richest undeveloped territory on the 
surface of the earth. As the territory de- 
velops it can supply a practically inex- 
haustible amount of raw materia] and it 
will become a great market for the manu- 
factured products of the Pacific Coast in- 
dustrial centers.

Whether the Vanderlip concessions ma-

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OF STATE NSURANCE. 
England’s national employment insur- 
ance is proving to be an expensive and em- 
barrassing luxury. When irate deputations 
called upon Premiet Lloyd zeorge recent- 
ly, demanding greatér state aid, he assured 
them that the government had disbursed 
$285,000,000 for put-of- work pay during the 
current financial year and $25,000,000 more 
would be spent before, March next, in ad- 
dition to $50,000,000) on expedient govern- 
ment road improvement. He concluded that 
‘the government wat anxious to solve the 
unemployment problem, but that it was no 
use throwing stones 

All of which recalls Mr. Lloyd Gel 
own estimates and assertions when he orig- 
inally sponsored the bill in Parliament 
some fifteen years ago. At that time he 
insisted that the cost to the country would 
be $55,000,000 annually at the very outside, 
a sum which he prophesied would decrease 
as the poor were aided to help themselves 
more efficiently. Of course, the war can be 


tic estimates to a certain extent, but even 
before the war the expenditures had far 
exceeded that origigal total. And as for 
the number of employees necessary to ad- 
minister the act, they ‘have increased to a 
veritable army, so that the above figures 
for the current year don’t represent the 
total insurance paid out (including sick- 
ness, maternity and old-age pensions) by 
many millions. 

Altogether, state paternalism cannot be 
said to be a success from either the finan 
cial or preventive point of view, since, 
even at this mighty expense, deputa- 
tions are calling upon the British govern- 
ment to complain bitterly of its niggardli- 
ness and the unemployment problem yet 
remains to be solved, One effect of the in- 
surance is to make mien stand out for speci- 
fied types of work and specified pay, so 
that, while thousandd are out of work, cer- 
tain trades are suffering from a desperate 
shortage of labor. It bas also encouraged 
an incredible amount of “malingering’— 
pretense of sickness: to obtain sick insur- 
ance and a few days’ bdliday. Moreover, if 
statistics speak true; the maternity insur- 
ance benefit has not done much for infant 
mortality, and the néwspapers are flooded 
with small items in which it is related that 
the mother and babe never saw the money 
after it was paid to an unemployed father. 

Proponents of staté insurance in Califor- 
nia will do well to study very fully just 
how the glamourful scheme has worked in 
England, and we have tio reason to believe 
that Americans would be more efficient ad- 
ministrators of such ‘an act than the Brit- 
ish. And when our faddists hand us esti- 
mates of the cost of such 2 scheme we 
shall do well to read some of those impas- 
sioned speeches made by Mr. Lloyd George 
fifteen years ago, when he intrigued the 
British into voting fbr it. . 
have been more logical and winning than 
those brilliant flights of rhetoric and the 
prophecies of what the scheme could ac 
complish.

nothing of real Aniericanism. We are 
blameable indeed for allowing this as well 
as permitting foreign-language schools and 
similar insanities. 
But a few years of closed doors and of 
vigorous effort will ‘things right. We

The right 
of each nation to manage its own 
affairs, which we fought to estab- 
lish in Europe, is certainly our pre- 
rogative also. We want no classes, 
proletarian or otherwise, and in- 
tend to drill ‘and educate the im- 
migrant masses until these are 
broken up into self-respecting in- 
dividyals, “persons must be very 
two before they can be very one.” 
Thinking, educated men and women 
are not and cannot be made into 
proletariats, no matter whether they 
earn their living by manual or by 
mental labor. 

‘Therefore it is for the man who 
loves and wishes to serve his coun- 
try to see to it that such light as 
America possesses shall be made 
the common heritage of all who 
dwell within her borders. [If the 
unbelieving und nonreceptive pre- 
fer to depart, wish them god-speed. 
For in our own country the death- 
less SLOGAN must be “ABOLISH 
CLASSES.”

MAMED COLORADO WILL 
GENERATE VAST POWER. 


Four Huge Projects 
Worth Hundred 


Worked Out: Crops 
Million Annually 


from Irrigated Acreage, 


from Fire Page.) 


jcommercial and municipal use 
would take the place of fuel oil, 
which now cost $182,000,000 a year. 
It is estimated that the develop- 
ment will add $4,000,000,000 to the 
national wealth. 

The re also points out that 
with the silt nuisance disposed of, 
and the river flow constant, the Colo- 
rado will be navigable for commer- 
cial purposes from Boulder Canyon 
to Laguna Dam, a stretch of nearly 
300 miles. North and south steam- 
er routes would tap the Santa Fe 
Railroad at Needles, and also at 
Parker, and would connect with the 
Southern Pacific at Laguna Dam. 

Preliminary estimates place the 
total cost of the enormous project 
at abaut $625,000,000. 
HUGE DRAINAGE AREA. 


The river system which will fur- 
nish water for these enormous 
power and irrigation projects has a 
drainage area of 250,000 square 
miles. It draws water from portions 
of seven States, and its tributaries 
run back even to the snows of the 
high mountains of Wyoming, Utah 
and Colorado. 

The proposed Marble Canyon dam 
is below the point of origin of nine- 
tenths of the river’s annual run-off 
and will control all floods ‘of any 
size except the variable freshets of 
the Gila River, which joins the Colo- 
rado in its delta lands where any- 
thing from oranges to onions may 
be successfully grown. 

Mr. Sellew's report points out 
that the figures given for variations 
of the river's flow are compiled from 
statistics running back nearly. half 
a century. At Yuma, gauge read- 
ings have been made twice daily 
since 1872, and since 1902 accurate 
meter measurements have deen 
made several times each week. 

The power and irrigation plans 

are based upon the assumption that 
13,000,000 acre feet will be available 
annually at the Marble Canyon site. 
The immense storage capacity of the 
huge reservoir, 40,000,000 acre feet, 
is counted upon to equalize the flow 
of wet and dry years, and the driest 
year since 1872 has given a flow of 
10,000,000 acre feet. The margin of 
more than 25,000,000 acre feet over 
one years needs which the dam will 
impound would therefore assure 
both power and water supplies for 


almost two whole . even if the 
flow of the stream céased. 
SILT COMES BELOW. 

Even the silt nuisance will be 
largely done away with by placing 
the main storage dam at Marble 
Canyon, for the tributaries which 
carry most silt into the Colorado are 
the Little Colorado and the virgin 
8 which empty in below the dam 

The middle divigion of the river, 
comprising the 400-mile stretch in 
which the power-generating plants 
will be located, is made up entirely 
of canyons so steep and rugged that 
agriculture is impossible, and along 
this whole distance there will be no 
conflict of power and irrigation de- 
mands upon the flow of the stream. 

The area to which power from 
the four different developments may 
be delivered, embracing land within 
a 500-mile radius of each station, 
covers the entire States of Arizona, 
Utah and Nevada, three-fourths of 
California, more than half of Colo- 
rado and New Mexico and about 
one-fifth of Wyoming and Idaho. 

MIGHT SERVE MEXICO. 
In case it is possible to carry 


transmission lines across the inter- 
national boundary, immense mining 


could be served. 

Complete control of the Colorado 
will not only create enormous 
wealth, Mr. Sellew points out, but 
aiso will prevent the annual de- 
struction of wealth and large an- 
nual expenditures made in the rich 
delta lands to control the ex- 
tremely destructive floods of the 
Colorado. Only lands below the 
junction of the Colorado and the 
Gila will still have the flood nuisance 
to contend with after the Marble 
Canyon project is completed. 

Great as the cost of the project 
will be, the returns and advantages 
of proper control of the Colorado 
will compensate many times for the 
capital investment, Mr. Sellew de- 
clares. 
his report says:

1 
must hurry over this part of the 
work, but we all know that the doc 
tor became vie- president and 
treasurer of Mr. Doheny's com- 
panies and from bei a p 
of the highest standing, worth, I 
hazard a guess, $75,000, he became 
in a few years, several times a mil- 
lionaire and one of the most liberal 

and judicious philanthropists 
America has ever known. He con- 
siders that he and Mrs. Bridge hold 
their wealth as trustees of a fund 
for the benefit of humanity. 

This volume does not give us 
data in regard to the amounts given. 
but the Journal of the A.M.A. says 
Dr. Bridge has given $250,000 to the 
Troop Institute, now the California | 
Institute of and 1100. 
000 to the Rush Medical College 
of the University of Chicago. Here 
in Los Angeles we know he hae 
given large amounts to the Uni- 
versity of Southern California and 
the Southwest Museum. His fel- 
low-citizens also know that he hag 
been a generous contributor to home 
Los Angeles Symphony, the Los A2. 
geles Orphans’ Home, the Hospital 
Association of the Lutheran Church 
and many other worthy causes. Hie 
gifts have no doubt reached close 
to three quarters of a million. 

Dr. Bridge gives due credit from 
time to time to his ideal helpmate, 
who during the young years of pro- 
fessional! struggle and the more ad- 
vanced years of great prosperity hag 
ever been faithfully by his side. The 
influence of Mrs. Bridge is a bliess- 
ing and an inspiration to the cir- 
cle in which she moves. . 

AS WAR WORKER.

Five ; Million - Dollar Dream 
Converted Into Reality. 


With the beginning of the new 
year, the California Hotel on Wil- 
shire Boulevard, to which the fin- 
ishing touches are being placed, 
will be opened to guests.

VOICE CULTURE SCHOOLS. 


Healthful Environment an Aid to Singers 
in Southern California. 


Almost every musical periodical 
today contains in more than one of 
its issues something on that subject 
paramount among singers—health— 
the necessity for it at all times to 
meet the demands of excellent pro- 
duction and the many rigors attend- 
ant upon travel while singing. Our 
interviews with visiting singers, 
moreover, have impressed us with 
this fact. It has been said that 
Italy, particularly Southern Italy, has 
produced the world’s quota of 
beautiful voices, and, of course, we 
are to infer then that its warm and 
tempered seasons have moulded into 
beauty the voices of its many fa-

TAX EXEMPTION. 
Privilege or favoritiem in taxation 


is condemned in a report to the 
National Tax Association by a com- 
mittee of which Carl C. Plehn, of 
the University of California, is 
chairman. 

The introduction states that It 
is axiomatic that taxation should be 
universal and that every person 
in the jurisdiction of a government 
should contribute to the support of 
that government in a proper pro 
portion. The exemption of any in- 
dividual or class, in part or in 
whole, is favoritism or privilege and 
as such is indefensible. 

“If the basis of taxation be prop- 
erty, all private property should be 
taxable; if the basis be income, all 
private income -should be taxable. 
Exceptions to this rule should be 
technical only and should never re- 
sult in an actval lessening of any- 
one’s fair tax burden. 
“The\only ground for absolute 
exemption from taxation either of 
property or of income (revenue) is 
absolute public use.“ 

“Under an income tax every per- 
son should be taxed in proportion 


to his income regardless of 
source. Any other rule results in

The Australian is one of the freest spefia- 
ers in the world. California might prudent- 
ly take steps to make sure that she gets 
her share of the money that, now that the 
shadow of war has lifted, Australians are 
spending upon foreign goods and on for- 
eign travel. Each steamer that reaches 
Vancouver or San Francisco from Sydney 
brings its quota of Australian travelers to 
California. Some are frankly pleasure 


seekers, looking for the scenic wonderlands 


that California has to show, others, and 
these the majority, are taking the trip to 
observe recent irrigation works, ensilage 
systems, co-operative marketing schemes, 
new methods in fruit packing, marketing or 
storage. Foreign food and foreign fashions, 
advanced farming methods and business 
systems have each their own interest for 
the overseas visitor, but above all is the in- 
terest of seeing the State that is so strange- 
ly like and yet unlike Australia.

Remember that corn grows best in a square 
form, as the pollen from the tops of the 
plants has a better chance to fertilize the 
ears than if the corn was sowed in a few 
long rows. The requirements of potatoes 
are a medium soil, deep cultivating and 
thorough irrigation at the proper time, so 
don't attempt to grow them if you have 
such a hard soil that you cannot work it 
properly. Better spread straw, cut weeds, 
or manure on such a soil for a year before 
trying “spuds.” 

Mildew, rust and red spider do a great deal 
of damage to garden plants at this season, 
— the sucking insects get in their work to 
Ala large extent: “and other suck- 
ers, one of the best remedies is black leaf 
40, used with just enough soap solution to 
make it spread well. One or two teaspoons- 
ful to a gallon of water will mix a small 
amount. As these suckers are on the under 
sides of the leaves, bue sure and get the 
poison where it will do the most good.

There is always a good market for rooted 
chayotes. Keep your fruits until about Jan- 
uary 1, and set out in tin cans of two and 
one-half pound size or half gallons, with the 
sprouted end downward, and the small end 
projecting out a bit. The plants will send 
up shoots readily, and in March and April 
are easily set out against a trellis or feuce. 
They are among the greatest food producers, | 
and you can find pren omers for the | 
rooted plants. 

If you have any celery tn ~your garden, | 
boards an inch thick and eight or ten 
inches wide, of any length; will be found 
handy for blanching it. Place the boards 
just above the roots, and firm dirt about the 
base, keeping the branches of the plants 
confined so that they will bianch. This 
should not be done until a few weeks before 
harvesting. Even the “self blanching” 
sorts, so called, will need this treatment. 
Celery seeds cannot be planted until late 
February or earty March. 


Save the offsets or sprouts from your 
globe artichokes, trom the best plants, as 
this vegetable never comes true from seed. 
Or “spot” a good plant in your neighbor's 
yard and buy some of his offsets.

sequent saturation of the soil with alkali. If 
there is a natural drainage channel in the 
way of a swale or gully, lay tile drains in 
this natural channel before leveling and 
planting. The use of dynamite to drain the 
land before planting is sometimes advised 
in districts where the ground water is high. 

In all these operations, care should be 
taken not to remove too much of the sur- 
face soil, for the soil on top is the richest 
in plant food, as a rule. It 16 better to get 
surface soil from an adjoining field tO fill 
up the hollows, and to plant nitrogeneous 
annuals on the spot thus robbed of the sur- 
face soil, than to take from the roots of the 
young trees the humus on the surface. 

Complete all the irrigation ditches, con- 
duit lines, and standpipes before the trees 
or vines are planted. This is very im- 
portant. When the irrigation system is 
completed, run the water through the 
ditches along the tree lines, to see if all 
goes well. If the water backs up in places, 
the tree lines may have to be changed, oF 
more leveling done.

There are certain 
that may be used to aid nature in restoring 
health, as, for instance, abstention from 
food, when nature indicates that it is not 
Wanted; cold water applications, cleansing 
of the colon, massage and so forth. These 
should not be neglected. Does “medical 
science” do such things’? It does not. On 
the contrary, it proceeds to poison the pa- 
tient in various ways, and so retard recov- 
ery, or Cause death. * 

The influenza epidemic furnished a good 
example of the result of various treatments. 
Of those treated by drugiess methods—fh- 
eluding Christian Science—less than 1 per 
cent died, and better health followed the 
bodily house cleaning, whereas of those 
‘treated by the approved methods of medi- 
cal science a large proportion died. and 
Hundreds of thousands are still suffering 
from “after effects.” not of the influenza, 
but of medical maltreatment.
